hath purchaſed his Privilege there, at great Charge, on ſtrict Conditions, 
ſo that now he may rather be ſaid to be a Subject of France than of his

To that which may be Objefted by the Frexch Miniſters, That it is a 

Privilege granted to the Citizens of Paris, and that the particular Rights 
and Privileges of Cities are to be preſerved and maintained. | 

We pray your Lordſhips to confider, That tho? it may be true, that 
the particular Rites of Cities ought in Natiorial Treaties to be reſerved ; 
yet it muſt be underftood (as we humbly conceive) . of ſuch Rites as 
conſiſt with a mutual Commerce, elſe it is impoſſible that there ſhonld 
be a Reciprocation and Equality. Can any Kingdom or City rationally 
expeCt a free Trade in another Kingdom or City that is of equal Dignity 
and Power with, and not in Vaſlalage and SubjeQtion to them, when they 
will not admit it in-their own. By the ſame Reaſon the Engliſh are 
excluded Commerce in Paris, the French may be excluded in Londos : 
and whether it be not diſhonourable for his Majeſty to grant the French 
ſuch a Freedom here, while his SubjeQs are excluded there, we humbly 
leave to your Lordſhips Conſideration.

which is the Reaſon we deſire that by this Treaty a full and perfect 
Exemption of the Exgliſh Drapery from thoſe Laws may be ſettled. 

3. That Laws in this kind are properly made in every reſpeQtive 
Country, for the promoting their own ManufaQures, and not to oblige 
the Makers in other Countries. The King of France may make what 
Laws he pleaſeth for Regulation of his own ManufaQures, whereby 
to render them in Eſteem and Repute ; but we humbly conceive ought 
not to impoſe the ſame on the Exgliſh, but that rhey may make ſuch 
ManufaQtures, and in ſuch manner, as they judge fit.

1663 to Mich, 1664. there was 1m- 
ported into the. Port of London, 6828 Tuns of Frexch Wine, and the 
Quantity of Brandy was then ſo ſmall that it deſerves not to be noted. 

From. Mich, 1667 to Mich, 1669, being after the raiſing the Duties 
on thoſe Commodities, there was imported into the Port of Londos, in 


the ſaid two Years, about . 17000 Tuns of Wine.

From Mich,.1672 to Mich. 1674. being two Years, was imported into 
the Port of London upwards of — ——22500 Tuns of Wine. 


From Mich. 1671 to. Mich. 1673, was imported to London above 7315 
'Tuns of Brandy, and every Tun of Brandy conſumes about 5 Tans of 
Wine, which-makes the Quantity of 25000 Tuns of Wine, —

2. We anſwer, That Impoſitions in Emg/and on Wine and Brandy, 
cannot properly be objeed againſt the ReduQion of the Impoſitions on 
Enelih ManufaQtures in Fraxce, for that the French ManufaCtures im- 
ported into England do not only anſwer; but exceedingly much ſurmount 
in Value the Exz/iſþ Manufactures imported into France ; fo that the 
Wine and Brandy ſtands upon a diſtin Foot, and the French have 
wholly the Advantage thereof above the Engliſh.
